MEMORANDUM 
SUBJECT: Bernard L. BARKER 


1. Barker was born in Havana, Cuba on 17 March 1917 
of a native-born U.S. father and a Cuban mother. His birth 
was recorded at the U.S. Embassy and he was recognized as : 
having acquired U.S. citizenship by birth through the 4 
citizenship of his father. He traveled, not on a U.S. pass- 
port, but on an identity card proclaiming his U.S. citizen- 
ship. He entered the U.S. Army Air Corps jn World War IT, 
was shot down on his 12th mission over Gormany and was & 
prisoner of war for 16 months. He was honorably. separated 7 
with the rank of Captain. In 1950, along with several „ 
cuban- born U.S. citizens who were war veterans, he entered 


the Cuban police force, whore his bilingual abilities soon 
brought him advancement. 


2. Barker's relationship with CIA bogan in näid- 1959 

in Havene as the result of his position with the Cuban 

pol ice force, in which capacity he was detailed to liaison 
‘duty with U.S. agencies in llavana. He was used by CIA in 
Havana as a source of political information and recruited 
@ number of valuable agents for the CIA office in Havana. 
For personal security reasons he was expeditiously evacuated 
from Cuba and arrived in the Miami area in January 1960, 
Ae @ result of his excellent record with CIA in Havana and : 
favorable assessment by a senior CIA official in Miami in 4

4. Barker frequently conducted investigations which 
resulted in valuable operational information for the CIA. 
Having a flair for intensive debriefing of operational 
N Barker debriofed Cuban refugees of interest to

five week full-timo tradecraft training course in 1964, 


S. Barker's contract at $500 a month was renewed 
yearly until his termination effective 31 July 1966 which 
was amicable and resulted from the change in times and the 
resulting change in CIA activities in which Barker did not 
fit because of his previously widely known association.

the Agency, his contract was further amonded to include 
tolled of a one-time termination bonus of $1,500.

As required 
of persons under a contractual relationship with CIA, 
Barker signed a Termination Secrecy Oath on 12 August 1966, 
thus prohibiting him from divulging any matters relating 

to his association with the Agency.
